Jambaksh who presently as 
ISO vice-president, said thai his 
organization would request a 
status similar to that of the 
Association dcs Etudiants Fran- 
cophone and the Association of 
Laurentian Part-lime Students if 
SGA does not increase funding. 

Tlie AEF and the ALPS cur- 
rently allot their activUies fees 
to their respective organization 
paying nothing to SGA. The 
ISO will seek this exemption 
before the Univershy Senate if 
its demands arc not met. 

Upon installment last Sunday, 
ISO officers immediately floor- 
ed resolutions to research the 
organization of international 
students on campuses across 
like Laurcntian's across Ginada. 
ISO has written numerous 
universities of similar size with a 

large foreign population. 

Tliough independence for ISO 
has been an issue for several 
years, nothing in that organ- 
ization's chancr indicates that it 

is entitled lo SGA aid. 

ISO officers arc in the process 
of negotiation joint activities 
with the Chinese Student Assoc- 
iation with an eye toward 
uniting the 2 groups. About a 
third of Laurcntian's foreign 
students belong to the CSA. 

Last year's ISO President 
made an appeal to President 
Henry Best for greater funding 
during an ISO wine and cheese 
party at the beginning of the 
scliool year. He was directed to 
present his case before the 
Student Activities Committee. 
The Committee, formed last 
year, consists of one represen- 
tative from SGA, another from 
AEF and a third from ISO. It is 
chaired by Roger Pilblado, a 
professor in the Geology de- 
partment.

"An eight vote margin

The voter 
apathy here combined with 
threat of the returning officer 
made this by-election a fiasco." 
McCuIlough said, regarding last 
week's SGA by-election. 

McCuIlough attributed the 
meager ballot count of 89 to the 
chief returning officer's absence 
during what was to have been 
the second day of balloting, 
Friday, October 21. Student 
Senator Larry Scott brought a 
hall to the balloting on the 21st 
by "absconding" to Toronto 
according to SGA president Bill 

Bradley. 

Said Bradely, "Scolt just 
klook off to Toronto to spite 
SGA for not reinstating him as 
pub security manager. I was too 
too busy that day to take up 
slack for him. I was in charge of 
coordinating the Soft Energy 
Paths Conference and didn'i 
have the lime to do the polls." 

Bradley said the SGA con- 
sidered scrapping the first bal- 
oting and starting the by- 
cleciion afresh one week later. 
Instead, the ballots collected on 
the next Friday were added to 
the original pool with the 
consent of Grashimchuk and 
McCuIlough, ihe two candi- 
dates. 

When asked about plans for 

his administration, the newly 
elected VP Social reiterated the 
platlorm he presented during a 
bearpii at Ihc Great Hall on 
Ociobcr 19: "Wc ought to 
encourage the student body lo 
attend bcarpits. I'd like to see a 
free afternoon period instituted 
so that siudenis would take the 
lime to review the candidates." 



Among McCullough's other 
plans were to de-emphasize 
alcoliol at campus social fun- 
ctions and to hire bands lo play 
ai the Pub on low volume nights 

like Fridays. 

Bradley thinks the laiicr 
proposal will succeed under a 
new nianagemcni scheme for 
Ihc Voyagcur negotiated two 
wcck-s ago. Bradley said that 
under ihc- new ileal struck with 
Director of Services, Romeo 
Bcrtoli, the Pub will generate 

enough profits that booking a 
band at $300-a-nighi would be 

feasible. 

"This will boost the popular- 
hv of the Pub and bring in 
about $5,000 in additionaj 
revenue for student activities 
(currently budgeted at 

$3,500)." 

Bradley posted a notice on 
(he Voyagcur front door to 
inform patrons that a planned 
occupation was being cancelled 
owing to the SGA's accord with 
Bertolli. Beyond demands for a 
50-50 profit sharing scheme 

between SGA and the uni- 
versity, Sertoli agreed to tran- 
sfer former Pub manager Dale 
Giddeon, whom Bradley char- 
ged with incompetence, and 
allow the SGA to pick his 
successor.

Report Accepted, UNEO, Looms Ahead

In response lo Dr. Belte 
Stephenson's announcement 
last week regarding the accep- 
tence of the Bourn's Report and 
its reccommendaion lo govern- 
ment by the Ontario Council on 
University Affairs (OCUA), the 
Students' General Association 
at Laurentian University 
unanimously moved thai Joan 
Buchanan be the SGA's choice 
for a representative on the 
government committee that is 
being set up to work out the 
details required for setting up a 
University of Northeastern 

Ontario (UNEO). 
The Bourn's Report, "a 
specific example of the 
rationalization of the university 
system," according to the 
Canadian Federation of Stu- 
dents (CFS), calls for a restruc- 
turing of the university system 
in northeastern Ontario. It 
involves setting up one gover- 
ning board for four institutions, 
Hearst, Nippising, Algoma and 
Laurentian. 

The Bourn's Report has been 
rejected by the CFS and was 
also rejected by SGA President 
William Bradley, as part of his 
election platform last year. 
Bradly found the report to 
provide for structures that 
would be "grossly under- 
representative of the Sudbury 
community and the students".

The government committee 

will have two represcntotivcs 
from Laurentian sitting on it, 
one anglophone, one franco- 
phone. These representatives 
have yet to be announced by the 

university. 

A speciqal meeting of the 
Board of Governors was called 
to discuss the situation, but no 
decisions on the matter have as 
of yet been made public. 

Buchanan, despite having 
the support of the SGA behind 
her, and an indepth knowledge 
of the Bourn's report, was 
asked to leave ihe meeting. 

The Committee will make 
recommendation.'. regarding 
the actual structure of the new 
university, the composition of 
its governing bodies, the initial 
start up costs of the new 
university, and division of 
funds between the various 
campuses of the new university. 

There have yet to be any 
statements from the colleges 
affiliated with Laurentian 
(University of Sudbury, 
Huntington University, 

Thorneloe) regarding the 
acceptance of the Bourn's 
Report, and the implications 
this holds for those federations 

that presently exist between said 

colleges and Laurentian. D
